WILSON TAKES 
ILLINOIS VOTE 


That State Lilted From the 


Roosevelt Column. 


TAFT VOTE ALSO IS REDUCED 


Later Returns Take Wyoming From 
the President’s Scant Proportion and 
Give It to His Democratic Opponent 
— Besides Having Overwhelming Ma­ 
jority 
in 
House, 
Democrats 
Now 
Seem Certain cf Controlling Senate. 


New York, Nov. 8.— W oodrow W il­ 
son carried forty states and will have 
442 electoral votes, according to fuller 
returns. 
This leaves R oosevelt sec­ 
ond with five states and 77 e l e c t o r 
votes, w hile President Taft has but 
three with tw elve votes to be cast for 
him. 
More com plete returns took Illi­ 
nois from Roosevelt and added its 
twenty-seven votes to the w ilso n col­ 
umn. w hile dispatches from Cheyenne 
declare that W ilson has carried W y­ 
om ing by a sm all plurality, which 
takes three out of the previous Taft 
column. 
This apparently final line-up 
gives Idaho, 
r ta h and Vermont to 
T aft and M ichigan, M innesota. Penn­ 
sylvania, South Dakota and W ashing­ 
ton to Roosevelt. W ilson taking the re­ 
mainder of the states. 
The Dem ocrats appear reasonably 
certain 
of 
controlling 
the 
United 
States senate, although it will be very 
close. 
The Republicans had a major­ 
ity of seven in the present session, 
with three vacancies. 
W hile the Dem­ 
ocrats have held their own in their 
states, the indications are that they 
have taken two seats away from the 
Republicans in Colorado, one in Dela­ 
ware, one in N ew Jersey, one in Kan­ 
sas, and one in Montana. 
They may 
win one in Nevada, w hile Democrats 
believe there are chances in Oregon, 
Tennessee. Iowa and South Dakota. 
In Illinois the United States senator 
will have to be elected by a coalition. 
as the Progressives and three Social­ 
ist members of the lower house will 
hold the balance between the two par­ 
ties. 
Later returns have developed the 
defeat of three very well known Re­ 
publican congressm en, Joseph G. Can 
non. William FL McKinley and Nich­ 
olas Longworth, son-in-law of Colonel 
Roosevelt, but a Taft supporter. 
W ith few er than 200 districts to 
hear from in Illinois, W ilson led bv 
7.000. and the Democratic leaders an­ 
ticipate 10,000 on com plete returns. * 
Dunne, the successful Democratic can­ 
didate for governor, will have 100,000 
at least. 
Of the tw enty-seven con­ 
gressm en from Illinois, eighteen w ill 
be Democratic, three Progressive an I 
six Republican, 
it is likely that the 
present Illinois legislature will claim 
the right of electing a successor to 
Lorimer. and efforts are being math 
to get all factions to agree on so n ic 
Republican, preferably Lawrence Y. 
Sherman, who defeated Shelby M. Cul­ 
lom in the preferential primaries. 
In California, with 200 districts to 
he heard from. W ilson’s plurality *vas 
1.000, but it was expected to increase 
to between 2.000 and 4,OOO. 
In Kau 
sas revised returns give the state to 
W ilson by about 12.000, while Gov • 
nor Stubbs for the United States 
n- 
ate has been defeated by Thompson 
Democrat, 
by the sam e figures. 
A 
further developm ent was that the New 
Hampshire legislature will he Rap ti I 
lican on joint ballot. 
The next Delaware legislature wit! 
have tw enty Dem ocrats and twent - 
three Republicans, 
In M assachusetts 
the Dem ocrats have added the secre­ 
tary of Mate to their winning list. the 
post being won by Frank J. Donoghue 
a young n« w spa per man. 
The legis­ 
lature will be Republican on joint ba! 
lot on .*4 plurality. 
There are indications that N ebras­ 
ka will send a Republican senator to 
W ashington. 
Safe 
returns 
indicate 
the success of Norris. 
The legislature 
will he Republican on joint ballot, but 
nothing has boon received to change 
the result of the national election or 
of tho victory of M oorhead. Demo­ 
crat, for governor. 
Ernest Lister. Democrat, is proba­ 
bly elected governor of Washington, 
but com plete count may be necessary 
to decide.

Forgery In A ncient lireece. 
Dactyl is Creek for finger, and from 
this the w*ord dactylography, to apply 
to a knowledge of finger rings, has been 
accepted, though evidently a misfit. 
Rings as signets hark hack to ancient 
Egypt, from which country they prob­ 
ably came to Greece. Solon, the Greek 
lawgiver, who died 558 years before 
the Christian era. enacted a law that 
no engraver or cutter of signet rings 
should keep by him the impression of 
any ring he had cut. 
As these riugs 
were used to sign documents of various 
kinds, this law’ was Intended to pre- 
vent fraud and forgery. 


Humble Pie. 
There is a queer twist of language in 
the phrase “to eat humble pie.” 
The 
word “humble” is a corrupted form of 
the original “nnmble.” which is an in­ 
edible part of the carcass of a deer and 
would make very poor pie. The words 
“humble pie" have the same original 
meaning as “to eat crow.” a phrase 
common in political life. 
There is a* 
enforced humility In this process, and 
the change from “numble" to "bumble 
introduced a thought which harmonized 
with the idea sought to be expressed.

(Heb. 2:14). 
The lesson naturally divides itself 
into two divisions, vv. 1-7 and vv. 
8-16. 
This entire section really be­ 
gins in chapter six verse four and 
contains the response of Jehovah to 
the cry of the remnant of Israel and 
of Ephraim in the last days. 
In the 
first half we see 
the 
iniquity 
of 
Ephraim and Israel “discovered,” i. e., 
revealed, and in the 
second 
section 
there is discovered or revealed to us 
God’s wrath against them for their 
hypocrisy. 
I. God declares that it was his de­ 
sire to heal them both, (v I). 
It is 
not God's will that any should perish. 
But 
while 
Jehovah 
would 
have 
healed them they would not be healed, 
(cf. Matt. 23:37 and Luke 13:34), and 
hence it is that his love serves to re­ 
veal their wickedness. 
Dr. 
Torrey 
points 
out eight 
charges 
brought 
against the common people “Ephraim” 
and the court and city “Samaria,” for 
this evil attacks both alike. 
Never Hidden From God. 
(I) "Falsehood” (v. I). Nothing is 
more common among the evils of in­ 
temperance than 
falsehood; 
as 
we 
have suggested it is the Devil's false 
imitation of true inspiration. 
(2) 
“A 
thief comes In.” 
Intemperance steals 
not only a man's money but his repu­ 
tation, love for his family, in fact any 
and everything a sober man will hold 
dear. 
(3) “They consider not in their 
hearts.” 
Like Rip Van Winkle, men 
say “this last doesn’t count,” forget­ 
ting that it does count and that God 
remember all of their wickedness. A 
violation of his law will receive pun­ 
ishment in due season. 
America is 
paying the price of a manifold in­ 
crease in taxation, in murder, in im­ 
becility, in divorce and suicide, the 
overwhelming portion of which can be 
traced to intemperance. 
God is re­ 
membering ail our wickedness and 
verily a troop of robbers are strip­ 
ping us (v. I). 
We ofttimes hide 
our evil 
deeds 
from man but never from God, and a 
man’s sins will find him out (Psalm 
9:16). 
These people made the king 
glad (v. 3,) i. e., the king delighted ’n 
this wickedness. 
Let us not forget 
that righteousness exalteth a nation 
and sin is a reproach to any 
people. 
(4) 
“They are all adulterers,” (v. 4). 
Of course in this connection w*e know 
there was a remnant of true follow­ 
ers. but the prevailing vileness was 
such as to call forth this terrific in­ 
dictment. We need to remember that 
the connection 
between 
the 
liquor 
traffic and white slavery is so close as 
to defy separation. 
“The Great Destroyer.” 
A liquor drinker is almost invaria­ 
bly a scorner. 
He scorns the power 
of liquor over himself, its effect upon 
the nation. 
“Sum up the economic 
loss of efficiency the cost 
of 
crime, 
pauperism, and insanity, and we have 
an economic burden of more than half 
of the wealth produced by this na­ 
tion.” 
(See Congressman H. R. Hob­ 
son’s, “The Great 
Destroyer”). 
(6) 
“They have made ready their 
heart 
like an oven while they lie in wait,” 
(vv. 6, 7, referring undoubtedly to the 
heat of anger and passion as well as 
of lust. 
(7) 
“They have 
devoured 
their judges” (v. 7). 
One has but to 
review the pages of history to appre­ 
ciate the overthrow of priest, peasant 
and potentate alike. 
(8) 
“There is 
none that calleth upon 
m e” 
(v. 
7). 
The turning aside from God was noted 
at the outset, here again we see that 
the neglect and forgetfulness of God 
is the true source of all of man's sin­ 
ning. 
II. God intended Israel, and Intends 
us, to be separate people. The prophet 
sets before us the result of this re­ 
fusal upon Ephraim. A cake not turn­ 
ed is a cake half baked, one half burn­ 
ed. This metaphor has many applica­ 
tions. Our social life, our political life, 
our spiritual life is too often one that 
is half turned, one-haif burned to a 
crisp and the other half raw. 
Lay emphasis upon the Golden Text 
and the general facts of the temper­ 
ance question. 
Alcohol is injurious to 
all kinds of life, there is little, if any, 
necessity for its use in medicine. Us­ 
ually it is a positive hindrance. 
The 
story of “Old Born Drunk” in Beg- 
be’s “Twice Born Men,” can be told 
with profit, a man who returned to 
Jehovah and found In the power of 
the blood of his son healing for his 
sickness. 
Lay strong emphasis upon 
pledge 
signing, 
for 
prevention 
is 
stronger than cure. Also, unlike the 
old Romans, our belly should not be 
our God.

These are m atters which must be de­ 
termined by very deliberate counsel, 
and not by gossip.”

Tho Town Richelieu D esig n ed 
Seldom has a town been more woolly 
the expression of its founders will 
than Riche!leu. the tiny square built 
town in the corner of Tours I ne and 
Poitou. 
It Is like some old Greek 
colony. 
The streets are cut at right 
angles. 
The tourers. t'*e church, the 
private bouses, are tilt wonderful ex­ 
amples of the purest Louis X iii. style. 
They were all built at the same time 
in accordance with the cardinal’s plan 
to form a city by the little chateau 
which is supposed to have been the 
scene of his birth in 1583. 
Whether 
this be so or not (for another tradition 
places bis birth at Paris). Richelieu 
was the place the cardinal loved and 
strove to dignify by founding a new 
town. 
He approved the plans of a 
square walled city with six gates, gave 
exemption from taxes to those inbab 
Rants who built the first hundred 
houses and built for himself outside a 
marvelous chateau, rivaling the state 
of the king, which has since been de­ 
stroyed.—W estminster Gazette.

I found this letter in a trunk in my 
garret, containing family papers as 
far back cs J801. 
it was written nu­ 
der date of 1807 from Henderson coun 
I ty, Ivy., by my grandfather, then eight 
een years of age. to bis mother living 
in Ohio: 
Dear Motlier—Since I wrote you we 
have had considerable trouble with 
the Indians. 
One morning a 
man 
named Boone came to from the south 
and said a party of redskins were 
coming up, burning houses by the way 
and murdering the settlers. 
We at 
once set to w’ork to inclose the bouse 
in a fort. Of course, having little time. 
we couldn’t build much of a protec­ 
tion. 
All tee could do was to cut down 
the trees within rifle shot, take the 
trunks of the saplings and stand them 
up in a circle, burying one end in the 
ground. 
Inside we built a rude plat­ 
form, on which a man could walk 
around the house and keep an eye out 
i for trouble. 
I 
We got the thing furnished—such as 
| it was—before we beard anything of 
! the 
Indians. 
Then 
one 
night 
we 
heard shots to the south, lasting about 
half an hour, then saw a red glare The 
Harbesoo family were the only ones 
living In that direction, and we reek 
oned they had been attacked, all bad 
been killed and their house burned 
Pretty soon we saw forms on horse­ 
back in the dark coming to us. and 
we all got ready to defend ourselves. 
They came galloping along straight 
for us. 
We knew Indians didn't come 
that way and held our fire. 
Then 
we 
heard a 
man’s 
voice call 
out 
“ Friends!!’ and the Harbesons came 
up. 
We took them in. and they told 
us they bad defended their home till 
they saw they would be overpowered, 
then ran out the back door and, bid­ 
den by trees, reached the barn and 
got away on the horses without the 
Indians knowing it. 
I was mighty 
glad to see Elizabeth, who fainted 
and fell in my arms as soon as she 
got inside our stockade. 
We didn't see an iudian that night 
or next day. but I knew the redskins 
were ai! about us. They were watching 
us from ambush 
I felt pretty sure they 
would not attack us openly, for that’s 
not their way of fighting. True, we 
had only 
nine men and two boys 
though the women were ready to do 
their part, but the red devils didn’t 
know how many we had. and they 
don’t like stockades anyway. 
On the second night after the Harbe­ 
sons came it was Jim Hawkins’ turn to 
keep watch, while we all slept with 
our rifles ready*beside us. He could see 
so far on all sides that an Indian 
couldn’t shoot 
him 
without ^omiug 
over an open space. for. os you know. 
the house is on the top of a hill. What 
were our surprise and horror in the 
morning to find Jim ’s dead body on 
the platform behind the stockade. He 
bad been shot. 
No one was in sight, 
the only living thing we could see lie 
ing a I»ear about a mile away walking 
slowly toward a clump of trees 
He 
was just within range, but we didn't 
shoot him, Jill our powder and ball be­ 
ing kept for the Indians 
The next night was Thursday, and 
John Harbison insisted on taking the 
watch 
It was awful in the morning to 
see him lying dead. the same as Jim 
Hawkins 
Two of our men had been 
kl I loll. 
leaving only seven. 
If they 
killed JI man every night they’d have 
us all in a week 
What we couldn't 
understand was how the savage could 
get within range, for the moon was 
more than half full and every night 
was clear 
A sentinel Jit the fort could 
see a long distance 
We were more terrified at this mode 
of w arfare than any other the Indians 
could practice 
Something must tie 
done. 
I proposed sis soon as it was 
dark to crawl out in the direction from 
which both men must have been shot 
and lie in the bushes to watch,

The Magic of a Siphon. 
When a pi|>e shaped like the inverted 
letter U. in which the arm s are of 
equal length, is filled with water and 
each end of the pipe is put into a sepa­ 
rate vessel full of water “the down­ 
ward pull,” or weight, of the liquid in 
each of the two arms will balance the 
other, and if the water is at the same 
level in the two vessels it will re­ 
main at that level in both vessels. 
But if the level of the water in one 
vessel Is lower than in the other, since 
the two vessels are connected with a 
pipe full of water, the water will run 
down from the higher level to the low­ 
er 
This constitutes what is called a 
siphon. 
A siphon itself has no more 
magic about it than a i>eneil has when 
it falls or than any other similar phe­ 
nomenon in nature, yet some of the 
siphon’s manifestations seem to be 
not only magical, but almost incredible.

Indianapolis. Nov. S.— Tn the dyna­ 
m iting cases Superintendent Trower 
of the Pittsburg Construction company 
was a w itness and gave accounts of 
depredations 
against 
his 
company. 
Prior to the tim e the construction com­ 
pany began to run an “open shop." 
Trower testified, there were no explo­ 
sions. but in 1906, he said, when the 
company was running an “open shop,” 
there were a number. 
In Cleveland. 
at the P. & O. viaduct, oil was poured 
on 5,006 or 6.000 feet of rope belong 
ing to the company, and this was set 
on fire. 
About the sam e tim e a der­ 
rick car tieing used at another job 
was dynam ited. 
Trower also testified 
regarding three 
explosions 
direct'd 
against the Cincinnati Southern via­ 
duct at Cincinnati, in 1909. 
Ed Clark, 
who has pleaded guilty, was about this 
work frequently, said Trower, seeking 
to get the company to em ploy union 
men only. 
W itness said: 
“I asked 
Clark if that would stop the dynamit­ 
ing. 
He he.;tHated for a while and 
then said he could not say.” 
W itness gave a list of depredations 
against his company, which included 
an explosion at Newark, X. .T.. and one 
in New York city, in addition to those 
in Cleveland and Cincinnati. 
May 14 Charles W achtm eister wrote 
to McNamara, giving a list of “unfair 
w ork” in Detroit investigated by him. 
He said: 
“MeClintick and Marshall 
have the -viaduct on new depot, but au 
much as I can find out they have not 
got the depot part.” 
May 2 Ryan wrote to McNamara 
that he had looked over the Pennsyl­ 
vania St eel com pany’s job at the ex­ 
trem e west end of the Broadway sn ’ 
way in New York, and that the erec­ 
tion of steel was just starting. 
This 
work was d>namited May 24, 1910. 
In 
this letter Ryan said ffockin might 
run out to Kansas City and Bee what 
could fie dom there through a c< •: 
m ittee 
“T ain skeptical about its *f 
fee thrones*.” wrote Ryan. 


TRIAL BEGINS 


Gunmen Accused in Rosenthal Murder 


Case Arraigned Today. 


New York. Nov. S.—The four gun­ 
men accused of directly murdering 
Rosenthal were placed on trial before 
Justice ('.off ♦odaj. 
They were ar­ 
raigned in the following order: Frank 
Muller (W hitey L ew is), Frank Cirof- 
fici (Dago Frank), I Amis Rosenberg 
(Lefty L ouie), anc. Harry Horowitz 
(Gyp tile Flood). 
District Attorney W hitman will use 
m any of the w itnesses who appeared 
at Becker's trial and probably all the 
informers will be called to testify. 
The gunmen will probably take the 
stand. 
That any of them will turn 
“inform er” the district attorney re­ 
gards as unlikely. 
If they go to the 
electric chair lie thinks they will take 
w hatever secrets they have with them

Election on State and County 


Commissions. 


NOR ON*THE ELECTION BOARDS 


i 


Membership is Based on Vote in State 


and Not on That of the 


County. 


In getting more votes than the Re- 


publican party in Indiana the Bull 
Moosers will profit'by "second party' 
possibilities in county, State and 
municipal affairs, according to State 
officials. Practically all of the elec- 
tion machinery at coming elections 
will 'be operated by the Democrats 
and Bull Moosers in Indiana, as it 
will in many other States. 


The statutes, providing for the 


printing of the ballots for an election, 
-definitely establish the order in which 
the first two parties' tickets shall ap- 
pear on the ballot from left to right. 
The Democratic,ticket comes first and 
next the Republican. 


In the appointment of the State 


lioarcl 
of election commissioners, 


however, as well as in the appoint- 
ment of county boards, county elec- 
tion sheriffs and judges, the statutes 
provide that the appointments shall 
lie made from "the two, parties that 
cast the highest number of votes in 
1he State at the last preceding elec- 
tion." 


It makes no difference whether the 


Republicans 
carried 
a particular 


county or state, the "officials declare. 
The election machinery in that county 
will be apportioned to the Democrats 
:ind Bull Mongers because the ap- 
pointments are based on the outcome 
<'f the state election.

•|>ressi(-n here that the membership of 
llic county election commission and 
tin1 election boards is governed by 
1lie vote in the county, which would 
leave the Republican

sented in Rush' county. Itut such is 
not Hie case. 


The state board of election com- 


missioners has the power to fix the 
status of the remaining tickets on 
the general ballot after the Demo- 
cratic and 
Republican 
tickets arc 


placed in the first two places. In that 
manner, it is said, the Bull Moosers, 
because one of their number will be 
appointed to the state board, may 
succeed in supplanting the Prohi- 
bition party in position on the ballot. 
The Prohibition party has been in 
third place. 


Many of 
the 
boards and com- 


missions, whose members are ap- 
pointive, either by the Governor or 
governing boards, provide for bi- 
partisan or nonpartisan control. In 
such instances the law usually reads 
so that the appointing power may 
use his own judgement about select- 
ing the parties from which the ap- 
pointees are to be garnered. 


The law that governs the appoint- 


ment of jury commissioners says that 
the two men appointed shall be mem- 
bers of opposing political parties, so 
these appointments will still be with- 
in the discreton of the judge of the 
circuit court. 


Wijh reference to members of the 


board of review the law says two 
freeholders 
shall be appointed to 


serve in addition to the 
auditor, 


treasurer and assessor of the county. 
It has long been the custom for the 
court to appoint a Democrat and a 
Republican to 
membership on the 


board of review. 
Whether or not 


this custom will continue is another 
matter that the judge of the court 
will have to determine.

Later Returns Take Wyoming From 


the President's Scant Proportion and 
Give It to His Democratic Opponent 
—Besides Having Overwhelming Ma- 
jority in House, Democrats Now 
Seem Certain cf Controlling Senate. 


New York, Xov. 8.—Woodrow Wil- 


ion carried forty states and will have 
42 electoral votes, according to fuller 
returns. This leaves Roosevelt sec- 
ond with five states and 77 electoral 
votes, while President Taft has but 
hree with twelve votes to be cast for 
him. 
More complete returns took Illi- 


nois from Roosevelt and added its 
twenty-seven votes to the yilson col- 
umn, while flispatcb.es from Cheyenne 
declare that Wilson has carried Wy- 
oming by a small plurality, which 
akes three out of the previous Taft 
column. This apparently final line-up 
gives Idaho. 
Utah and Vermont to 


Taft and Michigan, Minnesota, Penn- 
sylvania, South Dakota and Washing- 
ton to Roosevelt, Wilson taking the re- 
mainder of the states. 


The Democrats appear reasonably 


certain 
of controlling the 
United 


States senate, although it will be very 
close. The Republicans had a major- 
ty of seven in the present session, 
with three vacancies. While the Dem- 
ocrats have held their own in their 
states, the indications are that they 
lave taken two seats away from the 
Republicans in Colorado, one in Dela- 
ware, one in New Jersey, one in Kan- 
sas, and one in Montana. They may 
win one in Nevada, while Democrats 
believe there are chances in Oregon, 
Tennessee, Iowa and South Dakota. 
In Illinois the United States senator 
will have to be elected by a coalition, 
as the Progressives and three Social- 
ist members of the lower house will 
hold the balance between the two par- 
ties. 


Later returns have developed the 


defeat of three very well known Re- 
publican congressmen, Joseph G. Can- 
non. William B. McKinley and Nich- 
olas Longworth, son-in-law of Colonel 
Roosevelt, but a Taft supporter. 


With fewer than 300 districts to 


hear from in Illinois, Wilson led by 
7,000, and the Democratic leaders an- 
ticipate 10,000 on complete returns. - 
Dunne, the successful Democratic can- 
didate for governor, will have 100.000 
at least. 
Of the twenty-seven con- 


gressmen from Illinois, eighteen will 
be Democratic, three Progressive and 
six Republican. It is likely that tho 
present Illinois legislature will claim 
the right of electing a successor to 
Lorlmer. and efforts are being made 
to get all factions to agree on some 
Republican, preferably Lawrence Y. 
Sherman, who defeated Shelby M. Cul- 
lom in the preferential primaries. 


In California, with 200 districts to 


be heard from. Wilson's plurality -.vas 
1,000, but it was expected to increase 
to between 3.000 and 4,000. In Kan- 
as revised returns give the state to 
Vilson by about 12.000. while Gover- 
or Stubbs for the United States sen- 
te has been defeated by Thomijsoii 
democrat, 
by the same figures. A 


urther development was that the New 
tampshire legislature will be Repub 
lean on joint ballot. 
The next Delaware legislature will 
ave twenty Democrats and twenty- 
dree Republicans. In Massachusetts 
tie Democrats have added the secre- 
ary of state to their winning list, thy 
lost being won by Frank J. Donoghue.

WORLD'S TEMPERANCE SUNDAY. 


LESSON TEXT-Hosea 7. 
GOLDEN TEXT—"Woe unto them that 


rise up early In the morning, that they 
may follow strong drink: that tarry late 
into the night, till wine inflame them."—

We turn aside today from studying 


the life of Christ to consider one of 
the things that caused the downfall 
of Ephraim, that is the northern king- 
dom, 
and also of Israel, i. e., those 


who composed the southern kingdom. 
The chief counterfeit of the 
Holy 


Spirit employed by Satan is the in- 
spiration and the ' intoxication pro- 
duced in the use of liquors, and we 
do well to pause and consider 
the 


works of him whom Jesus came to 
destroy. (Heb. 2:14). 


The lesson naturally divides itself 


Into two divisions, w. 1-7 and vv. 
8-16. 
This entire section really be- 


gins in chapter six verse four and 
contains the response of Jehovah to 
the cry of the remnant of Israel and 
of Ephraim in the last days. In the 
first half we see the 
Iniquity 
of 


Ephraim and Israel "discovered," i. e., 
revealed, and in the second section 
there Is discovered or revealed to ua 
God's wrath against them for their 
hypocrisy. 


I. God declares that it was his de- 


sire to heal them both, (T. 1). It is 
not God's will that any should perish. 


But while Jehovah would have 


healed them they would not be healed, 
(cf. Matt. 23:37 and Luke 13:34), and 
hence It is that his love serves to re- 
veal their wickedness. 
Dr. 
Torrey 


points out eight 
charges 
brought 


against the common people "Ephraim" 
and the court and city "Samaria," for 
this svil attacks both alike. 


Never Hidden From God. 


(1) "Falsehood" (v. 1). Nothing is 


more common among the evils of in- 
temperance than falsehood; as we 
have suggested it is the Devil's false 
imitation of true inspiration. (2) "A 
thief comes in." Intemperance steals 
not only a man's money but his repu- 
tation, love for his family, in fact any 
and everything a sober man will hold 
dear. (3) "They consider not in their 
hearts." Like Rip Van Winkle, men 
say "this last doesn't count," forget- 
ting that it does count and that God 
remember all of their wickedness. A 
violation of his law will receive pun- 
ishment in due season. America is 
paying the price of a manifold in- 
crease in taxation, in murder, in im- 
becility, in divorce and suicide, the 
overwhelming portion of which can be 
traced to intemperance. 
God is re- 


membering all our wickedness and 
verily a troop of robbers are strip- 
ping us (v. 1). 


We ofttimes hide our evil deeds 


from man but never from God, and a 
man's sins will find him-out (Psalm 
9:16). These people made the king 
;lad (v. 3,) i. e., the king delighted in 
his wickedness. Let us not forget 
that righteousness exalteth a nation 
ind sin is a reproach to any people. 
(4) 
"They are all adulterers," (v. 4). 


3f course in this connection we know 
there was a remnant of true follow- 
ers, but the prevailing vileness was 
such as to call forth this terrific in- 
dictment. We need to remember that 
the connection between the liquor 
:raffic and white slavery is so close as 
to defy separation. 


"The Great Destroyer." 


A liquor drinker is almost invaria- 


!>ly a scorner. 
He scorns the power 


of liquor over himself, its effect upon 
:he nation. "Sum up the economic 
loss of efficiency the cost of crime, 
pauperism, and insanity, and we have 
an economic burden of more than half 
of the wealth produced by this na- 
tion." (See Congressman H. R. Hob- 
Bon's, "The Great 
Destroyer"). 
(6) 


'They have made ready their heart 
like an oven while they lie in wait," 
(w. 6, 7, referring undoubtedly to the 
beat of anger and passion as well as 
of lust. 
(7) "They have devoured 


their judges" (v. 7). One has but to 
review the pages of history to appre- 
ciate the overthrow of priest, peasant 
and potentate alike. 
(8) "There is 


none that calleth upon me" (v. 7). 
The turning aside from God was noted 
at the outset, here again we see that 
the neglect and forgetfulness of God 
is the true source of all of man's sin- 
ning. 


H. God intended Israel, and intends 


us, to be separate people. The prophet 
gets before us the result of this re- 
fusal upon Ephraim. A'cake not turn- 
ed ia a cake half baked, one half burn- 
ed. This metaphor baa many applica- 
tions. Our social life, oar political lite, 
our spiritual life is too often one that 
is half turned, one-half burned to a 
crisp and the other half raw. 


Lay emphasis upon the Golden Text 


and the general facts of the temper- 
knee question. Alcohol Is injurious to 
all kinds of life, there is little, if any, 
necessity for Its use in medicine. Us- 
ually It is a positive hindrance. The 
story of "Old Bora Drunk" in Beg- 
be's "Twice Born Men." can be told 
with profit, a man who returned to 
Jehovah and found In the power oi 
the blood of his son healing for Us 
sickness. Lay strong emphasis upon 
pledge signing, for prevention Is 
stronger than cure. Also^ unlike th* 
old Romans, our belly should not %• 
our'God.

When a pipe shaped like the inverted 


letter D, in which the arms are of 
equal length, is filled with water and 
each end of tbe pipe is pnt into a sepa- 
rate vessel full of water "the down- 
ward pull," or weight, of the liquid hi 
each of the two arms will balance the 
other, and if the water is at tbe same 
level in the two vessels it will re- 
main at that level in both vessels. 
Bnt if the level of the water in one 
vessel is lower than in the other, since 
tbe two vessels are connected with a 
pipe full of water, the water will run 
down from the higher level to the low- 
er. This constitutes what is called a 
siphon. A siphon itself has no more 
magic about it than a pencil has when 
it falls or than .any other similar phe- 
nomenon in nature, yet some of the 
siphon's manifestations seem to be 
not only magical, but almost incredible.

This Is the Evidence Brought 


Out In Dynamite Trial, 


Indianapolis. Nov. S.—In the dyna- 


miting cases Superintendent Trower 
of the Pittsburg Construction company 
was a witness and gave accounts of 
depredations 
against 
his 
company. 


Prior to the time^the construction com- 
pany began to run an "open shop." 
Trower testified, tbere were no explo- 
sions, but in 1906, he said, when the 
company was running an "open shop," 
there were a number. In Cleveland, 
at the B. & O. viaduct, oil was poured 
on 5,000 or 6,000 feet of rope belong- 
ing to the company, and this was set 
on fire. About tbe same time a der- 
rick car being used at another job 
was dynamited. Trower also testified 
regarding three explosions directed 
against tbe Cincinnati Southern via- 
duct at Cincinnati, in 1909. Ed Clark, 
who has pleaded guilty, was about this 
work frequently, said Trower, seeking 
to get the company to employ union 
men only. 
Witness said: 
"I asked 


Clark if that would stop the dynamit- 
ing. 
He hestitated for a. while and 


then said he could not say." 


Witness gave a list of depredations 


against bis company, -which included 
an explosion at Newark. N. J., and one 
In New York city, in addition to those 
in Cleveland and Cincinnati. 


May 14 Charles Wachtmeister wrote 


to McNamara, giving a list of "unfair 
work"* In Detroit investigated by him. 
He said: 
"McClintick and Marshall 


have the viaduct on new depot, but as 
much as 1 can find out they have not 
got the. depot part." 


Slay 2 Ryan wrote to McNamara

RUSHING m TO THE CAPITAL 


With the Fall of the Last Fort Lying 


Between the Triumphant Army of 
King Ferdinand end Constantinople, 
the Remns'nt of the Turkish Army 
in Full Flight, Salonika Taken and 
'Scutari Falling, the End Is in Sight. 


Constantinople, Nov. S.—The war 


will be fought to a finish. After a con- 
ference of the commanders and ?,Iar- 
shal Puad Pasha, the latter returned 
to Constantinople and submitted his 
own and tlie conference view of the 
situation. 
He said it was quite un- 


necessary to despair, and urged the 
government to resist to the last. Na- 
zim Pasha and the crown prince tele- 
graphed to the same effect. The gov- 
ernment, whether it was coerced or 
persuaded, yielded, and at a meeting 
of the ambassadors it was announced 
that the Turkish government no long- 
er desired the offices of the powers. 


London, 
Xov. S.—The victorious 


Bulgarians made one swift, vicious.as- 
sault on the fortifications of Tchat- 
aldja and won them. 
The disheart- 


ened Turks are now scattered over 
the twenty-five mile district between 
these captured lines of defense and 
Constantinople, and the Bulgarians 
are pursuing tham. capturing some 
and killing others. 
There is now 


nothing save these disorganized flee- 
ing bands of Turks to stop the Bul- 
garians in their conquering march 
toward the capital of their enemies. 


Flushed with the increasing total of 


victories, the Bulgarian troops, under 
the direction of King Ferdinand, de- 
cided that it would not be necessary 
to await the arrival of the reinforce- 
ments which have already started 
from Sofia. The grating hatred which 
the Bulgars feel toward the Turks fed 
fire to the zeal of the soldiers, and 
after testing the mettle of the defen- 
sive army by pressing them hard on 
Tuesday, Wednesday and yesterday. 
King Ferdinand decided on one as- 
sault. The Turks had been yielding 
to his varied attacks during these 
days, and yesterday afternoon he piled 
all his forces on top of the Turks in 
a sweeping assault. 


The Turks resisted as best they 


could, but the soldiers are weak from 
lack of food, disheartened by defeat, 
and have endured terrific physical 
hardships during the few weeks of the 
war. 
and at last were pushed from 


their position. 
The retreat of the 


Turks began in confusion, which in- 
creased as the Bulgarians 
pressed 


home their attacks, and at last the 
Turks broke into a sprint for their 
capital, throwing away their packs 
Bnd arms to increase their speed. 


The effect on the porte is that it is 


hastening its efforts for peace. 
The 


cabinet wants it on any terms, provid- 
ed it is granted quickly. To this end 
the cabinet decided to give free rein 
to the powers in arranging for a ces- 
sation of hostilities. 


The loss of the Tchataldja lines of 


defense became known in Constanti- 
nople just after the war department 
Rot knews cf the surrender of Saloni- 
ka and news of other Turkish losses 
throughout European Turkey. Saloni- 
ka had been making a gallant defense, 
but the Creeks had been attacking it 
in so whoiesouled a manner that it 
has been known for several days that 
the Turkish garrison could not with- 
stand it. 
Tlie Turkish commander 


would not trust his men to surrender. 
and his army simply abandoned the 
town, burning down several bridges to 
prevent pursuit. 


The situation for the Turks defend- 


ing Scntari against the Montenegrins 
makes it appear impossible that there 
is much hope for them. 


The situation in Constantinople is 


growing in desperation 
every day. 


Every Christian who can do so is leav- 
ing the capital. 
There are 600.000 


Christians 
in the 
town 
normally. 


Those who know the Turks and the 
conditions are sure that a general mas- 
sacre will start, and that thousands of 
Christians must lose their lives. 


One of the Daily Mail's war corre- 


spondents l:as just reached Bucharest 
from Sofia and telegraphs as follows: 
"I have grounds for 
believing that 


Adrianople has fallen, but the Bulgari- 
ans are concealing the fact lest the 
powers, realizing that a decisive point 
has been reached in tte war. should 
^ntervene before the capture of Con- 
stantinople. 
Extraordinary endeavors 


have been made to prevent the news 
from getting out. Nothing has been 
Issued officially at Sofia. I understand 
that the Adrianople garrison, hopeless- 
ly encircled by steel and having fail- 
ed in all the attempted sorties, offered 
to surrender on condition that the 
garrison be allowed to march out with 
the honors of war. This was refused 
»nd the bombardment continued. The 
ontire garrison then surrendered un- 
conditionally."
